ting snything through the Customs. To 
spita of 8 huge staff of officials, merchants 
tell me that from hoginning to ord it snme- 
times takes two days to got a cate af ordin- 
ary merchandise passed. The‘arif-onall 
foreign goods is also very “high. We 
used ta bo able to live here very 
chesply : it cannot be done now. 

At the present time large numbers of tho 
people hava got tho dreaded plague, and 
many deaths occur daily, Qut in the 
country many more muat die, because, 
often if s man has plague, before tha 
diseasa has fay advanced, he flees outside 
the city gates. Few of these ever come 
back. ‘The authorities no doubt have 
adopted wise and beneficent measures for 
the alleviation of euffering and the exter- 
mination of the fell disease. But the 
people have no confidence in them; and 
rather than fall. into their hands, the 
patients, when possible, fice to the country, 
where they are not subjected to Japanesa 
supervision, and where there is practically 
no hope of cure. As one passes through 
the streets of this city it ia sad to see the 
numbers of houses having pasted on the 
doors the oblong sheets of yellow’ paper 
indicating” that plague reigns within. 
Policemen are set to watch that no one 
passes in or oubfor a period of 7 days, 
but a consideration to the policeman is 
said to go a long way in allowing merchants 
pretty much as usual to carry on their 
business. ~ fe 

On Wednesday, at 3.23 p.m., wo had 
rather a sharp shock of earthquake I 
believe it lasted at lest half-a-minute. I 
have not heard of much damage being 
done. be 

The other day I noticed an amusing in- 
cident in front of ono of the larga temples 
here. Gambling. is said to be strictly pro- 
hibited on the streets: In fropt of this 
temple there is alurge square. On theday 


to which I refer there were two to three 
hundred men,: chiedy afe -the ~ conlie 
class. About a fourth of their number 
were crouching on their spread-out 
mats busy gambling. very. now snd. 
again I noticed the gamblers riso and run 
away‘in all directions, and as they ran, 
stuff their gambling apparatus up their 
capscious sleeves. Then one or two Japan- 
ese policemen would go past, but of course 
all was quiet ! On one occasion the police- 
men appeared before they ran, but no-one 
was caught. Immediately afterwards a lad 
got a proper blackhalling from the gam- 
blers. Before this I had-noticed this kd 
standing at the corner of the temple square. 
Ho was about 18 yéars of age and weill- 
dressed. His eyes wero incessantly 
watching every approach to the square. 
He was on watch for the ‘bobby,’ * 7

much he got per day for watching. He 
replied quite innocently, *A hundred and 
flity cash.’

Hitherto the cownrercial and industrial 
éevelopmentof these Islands has been retard- 
by malbadministration, .The natural re- 
sources of the country have not bean dove-

loped as they might have been; industry 
has been hampered ; commeres has been 
checked ; oummunication with the great 
oountries that lie beyand the seas discour- 
aged and, in’a measure, prevented by un- 
wise lopislation, Now that the Spanish 
domination has been abolished, there is 
reason to hopa for an enermoua in- 
ereasa in the prosperity vf the in- 
habitants of these Islands. By means of 
railways, the construction of good roads, 
and other means of inter-communication, 
by public improvements in the towns and 
coast porta, by theupaning up of mines by the 
encoumgement of modern agricultural me- 
thods, by widespread education, and above 
all by a fair and equitable application of 
the principles of justico the hasis of 
all righteous government—fucilities will 
be given to the native populations’ of 
tha Islunds to work gut their own des- 
tiny and reach a high place among the 
nations of the world. It lies almost en- 
tirely with the inhabitants of Newros to 
make the present experiment a success. 
Of your own initiative, you have taken a 
strong staod for onlightoned government, 
and you have invoked the aid of the United 
States Government. We do not fear for 
the future. Your leading men possess 
the olements «that achieve success. 
They are earnest, hovest, energetic. Aided 
by Colonel Smith, they will soon evolve a 
simple and workable Constitation suited to 
the speciat conditions of the Island. As 
far as [ understand the political situation, 
it was-the desire of the United States 
Government that the people of Negros 
should have a liberal measure of selt- 
government. The affairs of tho Islnd 
will be conducted ax nearly xs possible on 
the old lines, with this exeeption—that tho 
evils that narred the ancient régime shall 
be abolished an! improved methods intra- 
duced as dictated by the experience of the 
free and popular government of the United 
Utatea. 

In conclusion, let me offer my congra- | 
tnlations to tha pecple of Negros upon the 
line of action they have adopted. The} 
interests of the people of the United States 
and of the people of Negros are identical. 
Both desire peace. Although the United. 
States entere/l upon acrusade against'the 
power of Spain in her colonies it was from 
uo love of warfare. _ Tho only desire of the
